General.

VERA CRUZ (Mex.) May

ASSEMBLE IN AGUA PRIETA. 


Rebels Crowding in There to Make 

It Easy for Them Later to Reach | 

Mexico City. 

[ABSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

AGUA PRIETA (Mex.,) May 16.— 
The rebel garrison here now numbers 
close ta 800 men. The commissary 
department has been organized with 
Mrs. MéGregor, the wife of the rebel 
artillery officers, whose presence 
with the troops gave rise to the 
Widow Talamantes myth, as chief. 

Col. Giron arrived today with 300 
men. It is understood the rebels plan 
to assemble their forces here and 
then, with Giron at their head, to 
move from here via Nogales’ for 
Guaymas, there to be leaded on boats 
to a point whence, if peace has not 
been made, they will be able to en- 
train for Mexico City. 

The rebel artillery consists of four 
small cannon, two of which were used 
in 1856 at Fronteras by Coy. Angel 
Elias in a fight against the Indians. 


These cannon came near causing an 
internatio complication. In order 
to get on a_e switch, the engineer 


pulled the train on which they were 
loaded across the line, and the ques- 
tion arose as to whether he should be 
allowed to take them back. After 
some parley and an examination of 
the cannon, he was allowed to do so. 


REBEL LEADER ESCAPES. 


Eduardo Hay Im Ingratiates Him- 
self Into Confidence of Interns and 
Rejoins Insurrectos. 

{ASSOCIAT PRESS DAY REPORT.) . 
CHIHUAHUA (Mex.) May 13.— 
(via El Paso, May 16.) Eduardo 
Hay, member of a prominent family 
in Mexico Cty and an _insyrrecto 
leader, who was captured at Casaé 
Grandes on March 6, escaped from the 
hospital here and has rejoined the 
revolutionary party. 

Hay was one of the most active 
leaders in the early stages of the 
revolutionary movement. 
n 
the battle at Casas Grandes he was 
wounded five times and left for dead. 
He was taken prisoner when he re- 
vived. 

On the march to Chihuahua he was 
given.charge of the fourteen Ameri- 
risoners. His popuiarity and 
prominence created. great interest in 
Chihuahua and instead of being placed 
in the penitentiary, he was allowed 
to remain at the hospital. 

By gaining the confidence of the 
internes Hay was allowed unusual 
‘liberty. His escape was effected by 
pretending to walk in the garden for 
recreation. At an opportune moment 
he boldly dashed out*to the moun- 
tains.

Rebel Gencral Pryce Exceptionally 

Anxious to Collect Customs Duties 

At Tia Juana.

AMERICANS HAVE MONEY. 

It is known that some of the Amer- 
ican adventurers came to El Paso 
that night with literally “money to 
bura.” The following day orders were 
issued in Juarez for the arrest of 
some of these men for looting. The 
insurrecto officers say this was why 
the majority of the Americans re- 
nounced the service and went about 
El Paso complaining that they had 
not been given a square deal. 

Then originated the story of brib- 
ery by agents of the Diaz govern- 
ment. An American civilian, wildly 
excited by liquor and the tales of the 
American adventurers, told me of a 
plot for avenging the brave “Ameri- 
can legion.” He had presented it 
after this fashion: 

“Now you boys took Juarez and 
have been given a dirty deal. You 


Tecan take it back any time you. want 


it. Diaz wants it, and he'd pay you 
handsomely. Now don't take any 
more Madero promises, but make the 
old man put up the cash in escrow. 
Three thousand dollars apiece would 
be about right. You can get 160 
fellows to get in here and blow 
Madero and his whole army out of 
Juarez.” 
THAT BRIBE REPORT. 

Somebody took the suggestion sre- 
riously and approached Oscar Braniff, 
one of the Diah peace commissioners, 
who thought it was a jest and would 
not even listen. This was how the 
story was unfolded to me day by day. 
Suddenly it blossomed forth in prin..

The labor unions’ co-operative gro- 
cery store in the Labor Temple, the 
business institution of the bosses, 
which was designed for the purpose 
of putting large .'ocal houses out of 
business, has closed its doors—prob- 
ably forever. Inscribed on a placard 
pasted on the front of the store is 
the following: “The co-operative store 
will be closed for alterations until 
June 1." A union man standing out- 
side said it is really locked up pend- 
ing financial repairs. 

The store has been closed. three 


of alterations. The scanty supply of 
staples with which the store was 
stocked in its earlier days can still 
be seen on shelves, thick with dust, a 
mute evidence of lack of patronage, 
that fatal business affliction. 

The bosses evidently had a harder 
time to fool the wives of the union 
members than they did to fool the 
men. Cheap stock, sold at prices 
asked by’ other grocers for fancy and 
selected goods, might put more easy 
money in the pockets of the bosses. 
but the wives had the reputation of 
the family larder at stake. 

The co-operative store has been a 
figzie from the beginning. It received 
only a small fraction of union trade, 
and has been a costly proposition. 
Sev eral efforts have been made to re- 
finance it and make it a co-operative 
istore in the true sense of the word, 
but they have fallen through.

aay morning by the California State 
Federation of Woman's Clubs with a 
| volume of “ayes” that nearly shook 
the pHiars of the Virginia Hotel audi- 
torlum. The resolution which was 
numbered and read: 
“Whereas, An amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of California 
extending thé franchise to women. i# 
to be submitted to the voters of the 
State, and whereas, the California 
Federation of Woman's Clubs is vi- 
tally interested in all questions relat- 
ing to the social, industrial and po- 
litical staus of women, be it 
Resolved, that the Staté Convention 
of Calfforhia Federation of Woman's 
Clubs indorse the principle of equal 
suffrage.” 

‘Significantly, the resolution immeé- 
diately preceding this was that in- 
dorsing universal peace. 
ing of the much discussed resolution 
was followed by a breathless moment 
in which the several hundred people 
present waited expectantly, then Mrs. 
Andrew 8. Lobinger rose and béegan 
by declaring that voting was appro- 
priate work for women for they 
could vote and stay at home, and do 
more good in fifteen minutes at the 
polis than in six days of talking—at a 
convention—she did not add. She 
went on to say that in Colorado 
Where she had helped to make laws 
for the benefit of women and chil- 
dren, the legisaltors came to the

“In some parts of the tate I have 
found those who . welc&med—even 
eourted—‘higher criticism? while in 
other parts I have met those whom 
even a breath of club — 
eriticism would bring faca culable 
harm; but everywhere I fave found 
the club Kinship a tie that binds; 
everywhere I have beem cordially 
welcomed and royally ¢ntertained. 
Not only have I wisited 
tricts and attended their conventions, 
_ but I have kept in touch through cor- 
respondence with various<clubs in 
“ these districts. In all of these I find 
that a new impetus and owth has 
come through the district! conven- 
tions. Especially is this.the case in 
the northern district, whoe earnest, 
efficient president has done: puch won- 
derful work. 

“This has been the banter year in 
club membership, over farty clubs 
having. been admitted to tHe federa- 
tion. Gratifying as is this\growth in 
membership it is. not so much the 
source of our pride as is the growth 
of elub spirit.

“The resolution was realty out of 
place in the federation,, and was 


forced by -the Suffrage Association. 
There is a club woman’s equal suf- 
frage association which . every club 
womah can join and this is where 
this measure should have been dis- 
cussed and endorsed, and not in the 
federation. It certainly is the sense 
of the club spirit that political and 
religious discussions are in bad form 
and will create bitterness of feeling, 
that, if pursued, would make club 
life unbearable. It would be unwise 
to turn the power and influence that 
the federation of clubs now possess

and ectnomical form, as a party 


into political propaganda. 

“Human nature being what it is, 
we must expect in politics much 
partisanship, political trickery and 
office seeking. The question arises, 
what can be done to help the situa- 
tion ? 

“The situation has been helped by 
the entrance .of women into public 
life. Through an organization such 
as thisfi of the Federation of Wom- 
an's Clubs, a public service can be 
rendered, the pewer of which cannot 
be overestima’:d. Standing in an 
absolutely independent position, free 
from party affiliations, and non- 
trammeled by political obligations, 
the intelligent women can serve the 
State in matters of moral, educational 


whose disinterestedness none can 
doubt. Only heing so placed can we 
plead for a cause or a reform. When 
the federation adopts a political policy 
we immediately jeopardize this pow- 
er—that of the independent party. 

“The influence, which we exert for 
good, now can only be expressed. in 
the highest terms. It is the best pub- 
lic Opinion, public opinion divorced 
from political or party influence. 

“It is for this reason that the 
federation of clubs has commanded 
respect and secure respectful hearing 
before legislative bodies.”’
